[0006] Another known means of incorporating the halogen is to introduce a metal 

halide in the form of a pellet. This method is conventionally used in the manufacture of 
metal halide lamps. In very high-pressure mercury lamps that have been used as light sources 
for liquid crystal projectors in recent years, the volume of the discharge space formed by the 
discharge vessel has been small, no more than 80 mm 3 , in order to raise the working voltage 
when lighted; the amount of halogen necessary to prevent blacking of the tube wall of the 
discharge vessel in this case is 3 jag or less in weight. Because even the smallest of the 
generally available pellets are 20 |ag in weight, an excessive amount of halogen is 
incorporated into the discharge vessel. As a result, the halogen causes wastage of the 
discharge electrodes, and the undesirable phenomenon of light-spot shift.
